The decline 
in purchasing of goods was ‘quite 
pronounced” in the durable goods 
line, where purchases fell off about 
per cent. Most of this drop 
was in buying of passenger auto- 
mobiles and parts, the report 
stated. Purchases of non-durable 
goods declined very little.

Brownell Proposals 


Are Worth y of Study 


Although several points are highly 
controversial and open to debate, the 10- 
point legislative program aimed at the 
Communist movement which Atty. Gen. 
Brownell has proposed is worthy of seri- 
ous consideration. 

Certainly the temper of the country 
would be receptive to most of the recom- 
mendations he lists. Thev would go a long 
way toward curbing the tendencies to fear 
and distrust that feed McCarthyism. 

There can be few objections to the 
proposal that changes be made in the In- 
ternal Sécurity Act to require Commu- 
nist-dominated labor unions or business 
concerns to register with the government, 
along with Communist-action and Com- 
munist-front organizations. 

The Brownell request that employers 
in defense industries be given the right 
to dismiss workers whose sympathies and 
associations are such that the national 
security would be imperiled by retaining 
them hits at a nagging problem. While 
this might be abused, it seems that safe- 
guards could be set up to prevent it. 

The General Electric Company recent- 
ly called attention to this danger in its 
Employer Relations News Letter: 

“The problem of Communist-domi- 

ted unions continues very large and 

ry real. 

“Despite efforts to avoid doing so, the 
NLRB has no choice but to certify vari- 
ous unions which have been repeatedly 
accused of Communist domination before 
congressional committees. Under these 
NLRB certifications, employers are com- 
pelled by federal law to recognize and 
bargain with these widely suspect unions.” 

GE cites the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America, which 
has been charged with Communist domi- 
nation by a number of congressional 
committees. Its officers have taken refuge 
in the Fifth Amendment. “Despite all 
this,” GE charges, “federal law proteets 
and assists UE. 

It is a touchy problem. Present regu- 
lations that seem to protect Communists 
were set up to protect the rank and file 
of union labor. This vast rank and file of 


, 
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union members are unquestionably loyal. 
They would like to clean house and a 
little help and prodding from the govern- 
ment should be welcomed. 

A Communist spy working on secret 
defense contracts is just as dangerous as 
one within the government, as we have 
found out to our sorrow.

The 13th Man 
Didn't Agree 


From the judicial circuit of an- 
other day comes the story of a 
land title case in which the evi- 
dence was clear-*

the facts. the 
judge ordered, 4 es a 
“Enter the van Sk oe Seager 
dict, Mr. Clerk. And then enter, 
‘Set aside by order of the court.’ 
I'll have it understood it takes 13 
men to steal a man’s farm in this 
court.”’ That almost happened in a 
North Carolina court the other day. 
After a jury in the Richmond 
County (N.C.) superior court had 
rendered a ‘“‘not guilty’’ decision 


in a drunk driving case, Judge 
Frank M. Armstrong’ verbally 


seared the 11 men and one woman 
who reached that verdict, read 
their names into the minutes and 
ordered that they never again be 
drawn on a case involving a motor 
vehicle violation. 

The judge said he had debated 
overnight on whether to say any- 
thing or simply let the verdict be 
recorded as a miscarriage of jus- 
tice. 
ness of the drunk driving problem, 
along with other traffic violations, 
made it imperative that he speak 
out. 

And speak out he did. He said 
the verdict was the most shocking 
in his 20 years on the bench. He 
said it shook his faith in that great 
American institution trial by jury. 

He said the ‘“‘not guilty’’ verdict 
meant: 

(1) That the jurors did not be- 
lieve in the drunk driving law. Or 
(2) that they were insensible to 
the evidence, the law and their 
oaths. 

Or (3) that they preferred to be- 
lieve the defendant and his com- 
panion, who admitted they had 
been riding around for five hours 
drinking beer, instead of believing 
“two reputable, disinterested pa- 
trol officers, with a combined serv- 
ice of 23 vears, protecting the mo- 
toring public . .. at the risk of 
their lives. ... .”" 

He gave the jurors the benefit 
of the doubt, finally, by saying if 
they really reached the ‘“‘not guilty”’ 
verdict on what they thought was 
the truth, then their error was of 
the head and not of the heart. 

The death rate, misery and eco- 
nomic loss on North Carolina high- 
ways and streets must be mini- 
mized, the judge said, ‘‘but this 
sort of verdict will not do it.’’ 

And he showed the key to traffic 
law enforcement when he said. 
“Solon, one of the wise men of 
Athens, was asked how crime could 
possibly be abolished. ‘When those 
who are not wronged.’ he said. 
‘feel the same indignation as those 
who are.’ ” 

In other words, the drunk driver 
menace will be removed from the 
highways when _ public opinion 
makes it so unpopular to get under 
the wheel with a drink under the 
belt that no man will dare take 
the chance.

is theoretically possible that some day there will be more people 
behind bars than outside. The cost of maintaining these deadheads 
and their dependents very well could bring about a curtailment of 
other government services, and eventually the financial as well as 


moral bankruptcy of the state. 

Crime is on the rise, and once 
a man is caught in this whirlpool 
he has a hard time fighting his 
way out. Many of those in prison 
today are repeaters and the fact 
that they are back is not always 
their own fault. Once a man is 
branded with the sign of the jail- 
bird, he has it rough. People are 
sympathetic in the abstract. But 
give him a job? Restore his self- 
respect and independence so he 
can go straight? The odds are 
against it. 

At the suggestion of a Fulton 
County grand jury, a committee 
has been formed to attempt to 
break down public. prejudice 
against ex-prisoners and help find 
them jobs. Plans are in the mak- 
ing for an’ honorable discharge 
certificate for the well-intentioned 
and the well-behaved. There may 
be some kind of vocational train- 
ing, and a job placement service. 

This plan is new, but not orig- 
inal. A group of interested citi- 
zens of coastal South Carolina 
formed themselves into a rehabili- 
tation council a year ago, and the 
group has been at work since fall. 
The executive director is Frank 
Loomis, a former Atlantan now re- 
siding in Charleston. 

As a salesman, Mr. Loomis has 
done all right. Through volunteer 
commitees, six of them in Charles- 
ton County, former prisoners are 
being found work. Two members 
of a committee interview the job 
seeker, study his record, and then 
look for suitable employment.

The council was fathered by 
United States District Judge Ash- 
ton H. Williams, who like other 
judges, daily deals with the tra- 
gedies of men who have no place 
to go’ nothing to do, on their re- 
lease from prison. Probation and 
parole officers refer the former 
prisoners to the council’s Charles- 
ton office, and then the cases are 
turned over to the proper commit- 
tee for action.

Warden Carl Mills 
of Fulton County estimates that a 
good 30 per cent of released pri- 
soners return to crime, not because 
they are forced to it, but because 
they just naturally like it, 

The tragedy is in the third 
group, generally made up of young 
first offenders. Maybe they never 
should have been jailed. But they 
were and have been marked. One 
employer after another turns them 
down when they learn of their rec- 
ord. And so begins the vicious 
eycle of jail, freedom; frustration 
and then jail again.

Patrol Warns 24 
Clocked at 75 mph 


An’ electric timing device 
checked 24 vehicles speeding at 
more than 75 miles per hour within 
a few hours on one stretch of Geor- 
gia highway, according to Maj. 
W. A. Jones of the State Patrol. 

The 24 drivers were halted by 
state troopers and warned that 
their licenses would be suspended 
the next time they caught 
traveling at such high rate of 
speed.

These incidents, on the Colum-| 


bus-Dawson road, occurred in the 
State Patrol’s new public relations 


and enforcement campaign in con- 
nection with the new Uniform 
Traffic Code. 


Other developments of the new 
law are “‘runs”’ on the Patrol for 
copies of the code and “‘runs’’ on 
garages and signal 
for installation of directional sig- 
nal lights for big trucks. Schools, 
military installation and business 
firms have requested thousands of 
copies of the new law—requests 
which cannot be filled. Trucks are 
lining up at garages, waiting to 
have the lights installed as _ re- 
quired by the Uniform Traffic 
Code. 


MOSTLY WARNINGS 

“We are doing more warning 
than we are arresting,”’ Major 
Jones said. ‘‘We want to move 
slowly about making cases until 
the public becomes familiar with 
the new law. However, flagrant 
violators needn't expect any light 
treatment.”’ 

Starting a few weeks ago with 
two electric timers, the Patrol now 
has five of these devices in opera- 
tion over the state. They are

Major Jones reported that motor- 
ists seem to be abiding by the 
lower speed limit at night. The 
speed was cut from 55 miles an 
hour to 50 miles an hour for night 
driving. 

STEP UP SPEED 


On the other hand, the troopers 
find motorists are stepping up their 
speed beyond the increased limits 
for daytime driving. The law per- 
mits drivers to travel at 60 miles 
an hour instead of 55 in the day- 
time. 


‘“‘We had been lenient in enforc- | 


ing the old law of 55 miles an 
hour,’’ Jones explained. ‘Many 
motorists got into the habit of driv- 
ing 60 miles an hour. The new law 
legalizes this. We find, though, that 
a lot of drivers who had been going 
60 miles an hour all along have 
started driving at 65 and 70 miles 
an hour. That will have to stop.” 

The Uniform Traffic Code, which 
went into effect March 12, has 
caused a rush on garage work for 
big trucks. The code requires the 
large trucks to have directional 
signal lights. Garages and signal 
light salesmen have had all they 
could do to install these devices. 
Jones said some truck lines have 
asked extension of time because 
they have been unable to get the 
work done. While no extension can 
be granted officially,
